WASHINGTON, Aug. 24. 


—VP)—President 
Koosevelt 


rrenewed' today his efforts 
to avert a European war, 
by appealing to King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel of Italy "to 
formulate proposals for a 
pacific solution of the pres- 
ent crisis." 


The President sent word to the 


"king that if the Italian government 
could do so, "you are assured of 
the earnest sympathy of the United 
States." 


Ambassador William Phillips, on 


arrangements made by Mussolini 
and Foreign Minister -Count Ciano, 
had an audience with King Victor 
Emmanuel and presented the Pres- 
idents' message orally at 2 o'clock 
Italian time (7 a. m. CST.) 


The text of the communication 


then was made public here by Sec- 
retary Hull as the President him- 
self hurried back to 
Washington 


for conferences with his advisers 
on foreign affairs. 


The President told the king: 
"It Is my belief and that of the 


American people that Your Maj- 
esty's government can greatly In- 
fluence the averting of an outbreak 
of war. 


All Nations to Suffer. 


"Any general war would cause 


to suffer all nations whether be- 
llgerent or neutral, whether victors 
of vanquished, and would clearly 
bring devastation to the peoples 
, and perhaps to the governments of 


some nations most directly con- 
cerned."

spirit of the provisions of the neutrality treaty of April, 1926, 
between Germany and the U. S. S. R., have decided th'e following:

The two contracting parties obligate "themselves to' refrain 


from every act of force, every aggressive action and every attack

object of warlike acts by a third power, the otherparty will-in^ 
no way support this third power.

its abrogation within one year of expiration of this period, It will 
continue in force automatically for another period of five years.

Hahes said that meetings of an 


inter-departmental group of feder- 
al officials would bo continued and 
a great many sessions would be 
held throughout 'the period of cri- 
sis.

The witness, Henry D. Allen of 
Los Angeles, gray-haired explorer 
of mining lands in Mexico, describ- 
ed the aim of the organization as 
being to "rid the federal govern- 
ment of Jews and communists" and 
he said he still was In sympathy 
with Its objectives. 
"Most of the auditoriums In Los 
Angeles are owned or controlled by 
Jews," Allen declared.

A Ruler Who Loved Husbandry, and Built 


Cities, and Established Military Predared- 
ness; and Then Grew Haughty and Commit- 
ted a Presumptuous Sin.

The "new deal" is not new. His- 
tory is starred with instances of 
enlightened rulers who sought a 
better life for their nations, and 
put into operation vast 
reforms 
and works of progress. One such 
was King Uzzlah, of old 
Judah, 
who-came to the. throne in youth, 
when noble dreams and high Ideals 
burn brightest in the breast. He 
lived to see great reforms estab- 
lished, and his nation's power and 
prestige extended; but he died a 
leper, victim of a curse 
which 
came fast upon the heels of a 
presumptious sin, the fruit of his 
Inflated egotism. 


Uzziah had a good father and a 


good mother. It Is notable that 
these old chronicles of the kings 
of the Jews so 
often 
mention 
mothers 
by name. By implica- 
tion, they recognize the truth that 
the greatest influence upon a 
man's life is his home and his 
mother. Our thinking today would 
be less frantic if we took fuller 
note of the countless homes where 
love and discipline and high ideals 
prevail. Our times have pushed 
formal education to an extent ab- 
solutely unprecedented in history; 
but still the home and the wise 
and godly parents are the great- 
est of all educational forces. Let 
any panic-stricken pessimist spend 
a few weeks motoring amidst the 
myriad homes of the towns and 
villages of the United States and 
Canada, and he will return with a 
new heart of hope. The Amaziahs

vulgar pattern of the prosperous. 
A dear Washington friend, 
who 


died in the tropics while on a gov- 
ernment scientific expedition, once 
confided to me his puzzled disap- 
pointment over a reunion of -his 
college class. "Mostly, the fellows 
talked about the money they had 
made. Thei'e was no word about 
the ideals which used to concern 
us in college." . That lament has

Cattlemen, Wool 
Growers Assured 
Pact Not Harmful 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.-W)— 
Washington officials gave assur- 
ances today that contemplated ne- 
gotiation of a 
reciprocal trade 
treaty with Argentina would have 
little or no effect on the market 
of 'western cattle men and will 
growers. 
Items included in the list of pro- 
ducts of which this country would 
consider granting concessions, gov- 
ernment experts said, had a com- 
paratively small place in the eco- 
nomics of the western sheep and 
cattle country. 


One possible exception was beef 
and veal, prepared or preserved, 
packed in airtight containers, on 
which the present rate of duty is 
6 cents a pound but not less than 
20 per cent of actual value. 


Argentina canned corned beef, 
which started a controversy during 
the last session of congress, would 
fall within such a classification. 
Western 'congressmen protested 
after President Roosevelt approved 
the purchase of the Argentine pro- 
duct for the navy with the com- 
ment that it was superior to corn- 
ed beef in this country. 


Department of commerce statis- 
tics showed that the United States 
imported 33,902,000 pound's of can- 
ned corn beef valued at J3,741,000 
from Argentina In 1938. 


Officials 
said, 
however, 
the 
United States market still would 
be little affected because meat of 
the quality canned in Argentina 
reached the market without can- 
ning when it was raised in' this 


country.

clams, lobsters, cod liver oil, pine- 
apple, artichokes, garlic, sorrel. 


Iodine is the important mineral 


for hair beauty. It helps to pre- 
serve the natural color. Frequent- 
ly, when the hair has become gray 
from lack of sufficient iodine in 
the system, the natural color will 
return when this deficiency is cor- 
rected. 


For greater hair beauty, 
the 


clement Silicon is also needed. This 
Is found in whole barley, steel-cut 
oats, wild rice, beech-nuts, straw- 
berries, 
horseradish, 
cucumbers, 


asparagus, whole wheat. 


Since Silicon is usually found In 
the skin or directly under the skin, 
it is important that these foods be 
used unpeeled, or in their natural 
state. The cereals should be of the 
unrefined variety; that 
is,' the 


whole grain retained, and not a 
processed cereal. 


This rule holds true of the vita- 
min content of grains, too. Only in 
the whole grained types of cereals 
and bread do we find all the vital 
elements of the wheat, or rye, or 
barley. 
It Is far better to use 


these foods rather than the re- 
fined type.

Takes Own Life 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Aug. 23—(/Pi- 


Propaganda Minister Mario Flores 
announced today that 
President 


German Busch, 35-year old dicta- 
tor who died of a pistol shot, had 
committed suicide. 


Flores 
said 
Busch 
had been 


"suffering intense mental depres- 
sion as a result of the intense 
work of the past few days" and 
that at 5:30 a. m. he shot himself 
in the right temple. 


The president died at 2:45 p. m. 


of the wound, which at first was 
officially described as "accidental." 


The cabinet under General Car- 


los Qulntanilla Issued a decree 
confirming 
provisional 
powera 


which It had assumed earlier In 
the day when physicians agreed 
that, the 35-year old chief magis- 
trate's wound was fatal. 


A communique described the 


shooting of Busch as "an unfortu- 
nate accident which occurred at 
dawn." 


No other light was thrown on 


the circumstances. 


Qulntanilla, assumed the provis- 


ional presidency, the communique 
said, "to maintain unalterable pub- 
lic order and the normal develop- 
ment r.t all public and private ac- 
tivities." 


Palace reports said the 
presi- 
dent's 
condition was so critical 
that "anyone else would have died 
within a quarter of an hour after 
receiving the wound." 


Cautious palace statements 
In- 


dicated the president was Immedi- 
ately taken to a hospital. General 
Carlos Quintanllla, Vice President 
Enrique Baldivleso and Minister of 
Interior Salinas hastened to his bed- 
side.
